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REMARKS 


Claims 1-19 are now pending in the case. Applicants have amended claims I and 16 to include a 
limitation regarding the pH of the composition. Applicants have also included new claims 18 and 19. 
Support for this amendment is found, at least, on page 10. lines 25-29 of Applicants' specification. 

All claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. Should the Examiner disagree, 
Applicants respectfully invite the Examiner to contact the undersigned attorney for Applicants to arrange 
for a telephonic interview in an effort to expedite the prosecution of this matter.
